If the classical 


studies contribute so muchilo strengthen the 
nndeislandtng, and soften and re&ne the taste , 
if they promote liberality ol sentiment, and ac- 
custom Ihe mind to lake an interest in things 
foreign to itself, and inspire .a reverence IbV the 
pasl, we cannot be |surpnaed lhat tho prof 
should press their cluuns with much entii jai- 
asrn 
If the classical studies hold such an im 


porlanl place in the estimation ol all our schol- 
ars. there milst be cogent reasons for then con- 
tinuance 
These reasons weie set forth with 


great clearness and foice 
, 


They are to be found either in the process it- 


self, or IP the results which follow 


One great advantage arising from the process 


is tile gift of language, the ability, not only to 
express our ordmaiy feelmge and desires, but to 
clothe Ihe most transient and delicate shades! of 
thought, in cbule and glowing imagery When 
weoompaie the meagre vocabulatj of the peas 
an with the vast store of linguagea possessed 
by Milton, the difference is very sinking 
It 


is Ihe peculiar province of the classical studies 
to give this power, for in order to acquire it, 
the mind must be subjected lo a long course of 
thorough and systematic drilling 
The Prof 


then traced the pupil, etep by step, in his ac 


„ qujaition ofa language, fully set forth the rnan> 


difficollies which he would have lo encounter, 
and bow important this discipline was in filling 
him for the active duties ol jlife 
Tu'is parl ol 


Ihe aubjeul was deeply interesting to Ihose, 
who had a vivid recollection of the lears and 
toil, which they, expended in "Auld Lang 
Syne ' 


Again, this power of language is acquired by 


Ihe constant habit of mental composition, which 
the translation necessarily imposes 
From the 


involved construction ol the Latin and Greek, 
from the many words which were names of 
things now grown entirely dut ol use, the m- 
genuilv ol Ibe student is exercised to the ut- 
most in making a proper selection ol bis words 
By daily, practice, and by slow accretions he 
soon becomes a peilect despot m the use of lan- 
guage, woids bemj bis willing and obedi 
ent seivanls) ti* do his bidding 
' 


Further, the influence ol classical studies may 


be seen in the powers of the mind which are 
called into requisition These are invention, 
judgment, taste, and fancy 
The exercise of 


translating from one language into another, 
calls up the power of comparison and abalrao- 
tion, qoickena the iroagmalion, matures Ibe 
judgment, and gives enlaiged views of the gen 
eial principles of language '. He compared this 
exercise of translating, to a complete palaestra, 
for the tram ing ol mental athletes 
He very 


deservedly bestowed the meed of praise upon 
the Roman writers, who were distinguished for 
the bappy arrangement of their ideas, for then 
method^, and their freshness ol illustration — 
He adverted to the genial influences which na- 
ture bad upon Ihose witters, to the liberal pat 
ronage bestowed upon them by the rich and Ihe 
noble, and very beautifully described the roiod 
as wandering through these venerable authors, 
as through on enchanted grove elevated bj 
grandeur, delighted by beauty and stirred to its 
very centre by the spirit of ihe scene 


So much for tho process tbui the most co 


gent reasons are lo be loundjin the results 
No 


less are they, than the being able lo appropri- 
ate the rich and glowing thoughts to be found 
in the ancient writers. An entire new world 
of thoughts and sentiment n opened up to him 
who shall reek their good y fellowship 
He 


can breathe opon their silent pages, and find 
them all quick with inspiring influences 
The 


mind ranges through the writings ot these ven- 
ersble authors, as the travellei through the 
countries which gave them birth 
In these 


countries, said he, "the traveller has belore 
him thef traces of by-gone ages' tie reads in 
them the hidings ol a mighty power, now no 
more. {As he mourns over them m pensive 
eadaessj a long succession lof "generations of 
men seem Jo spring into life along whose line 
the eag|r mind lives aching: " He lee Is as il 
conversing with a new and] l«r ofl world 
So 


these ancient languages, the languages of the 
polished Greek and the stately Roman, who 
once Irod and adorned these regions, have at 
tractions lo Ibe scholar which no other langua 
ges possess 


These attractions anre from the people ol 


whom they treat, a race ol men who lived jin 
the most important periods in Ihe worlds his- 
tory.
